RIGHTS OF LABOR 


Asserts Uniform Law Is 
Desirable but Safeguards 
of Workers Must Not Be 
Jeopardized.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 15. — The 
Department of Justice today dis- 
claimed responsibility for the so- 
called “model sabotage prevention 
act” drafted by Prof. Sam B. Warn- 
er of the Harvard Law School, 
which all State Legislatures are 
being urged to enact as part of a 
uniform program of laws for de- 
fense, 

In addition to the act for preven- 
tion of sabotage, the general pro- 
gram includes a “model explosives 
act,” a “model interstate public 
prosperity act,” a “model State 


guard act” and a “model act .pro- 
viding for fresh pursuit by military 
forces.” 

(A bill similar to the “model” one 
was introduced in the Missouri 
House Wednesday by seven Rep- 
resentatives. Those sponsoring the 
bill: William Warren Burke; David 
A. Hess, Edward F. Byrnes, Max 
Librach, John A. Sullivan and Ed 
win G, Foerst of St. Louis and 
Edmund R. Caldwell of Ralls 
County.) 

The entire program was drafted 
upon recommendation of the Fed- 
eral-State Conference on Law En- 
forcement Problems and National 
Defense, which met in Washington 
Aug. 5 and; 6 last as guest of the 
Department of Justice. The meet- 
ing was called by the Governors’ 
Conference, the Council of State 
Governors, the National Association 
of Attorneys-General and the In- 
terstate Commission on Crime. - 

In view of widespread denuncia- 
tions of the sabotage bill, a spokes- 
man for the Department of Justice 
stressed the contention that the de- 
partment merely acted .as host for 
the Federal-State conference and 
that it had no hand in the delibera- 
tions of the drafting committee or 
in shaping its legislative program. 
The series of proposed acts, it was 
declared, was entirely the work of 
State officials. 

For Protecting Labor Rights. 


“The Department of Justice,” its| 


spokesman said, “has no wish to 
pass on the merits or demerits of 
this measure. It feels that uniform 
legislation on the subject is desir- 
able, but that a bill can and should 
be framed which will protect the 
rights of labor. The department is 
convinced that State Legislatures 
should pay full attention to labor 
protests and that revisions should 
be made if it is found that the rights 
of labor are ee safe- 
guarded.”

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia; Feb. 15 
(AP).—Regent Prince Paul learned 
from his ministers today the de- 
tails of Adolf Hitler’s immediate 
plans for Yugoslavia ani the Nazis’ 
army in Rumania made ostensibly 


final preparations for a move in 
the Balkans. 

The Prince conferred throughout 
the afternoon with his Premier, 
Dragisa Cvetkovic, and Foreign 
Minister, Alksander Cincar-Marko- 
vic, who were just back from a 
talk with Hitler at Berchtesgaden. 

What Cvetkovic and Cincar-Mar- 
kovic told the regent was an of- 
ficial secret, but authoritative quar- 
ters privately admitted that the 
German terms were expected to be 
disclosed as nothing short of full 
economic and political “collabora- 
tion” with the Axis. 

It already had been stated by a 
qualified informant that Yugo- 
slavia was prepared to accept as- 
signment as an active participant 
in Hitler’s Balkan plans. 

More “Travelers” Appear. 

Reports from Greece — whose 
Government called up yesterday 
many classes of army reservists— 
indicated that the Greeks were 
stepping up their offensive against 
the Italians in Albania, possibly 
hoping to rush through a military 
decision before their country was 
called upon to fight another force 
on another front. 

Germans of military ag: 
dressed in civilian clothes con- 
tinued to appear in Bulgaria in 
small numbers. The official re- 
sponse to inquiries about these 
quiet visitors was that they were 
“just traveling salesmen.” 

The press of Turkey, Britain’s 
non-belligerent ally, declared in 
commenting upon the trip of Yugo- 
slaviass statesmen to see Hitler 
that it “more resembled a transfer 
of prisoners under guard than a 
visit of free men.” 

The authoritative newspaper 
Yeni Sabah, which is controled by 
the Turkish Government, observed: 
“The Balkans have lost Yugoslavia 
now—the real Balkans are no 
more.” 

The newspaper Demokrat Politi- 
ka reportéd that Germany had in- 
structed the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment to make ready “500 trains” to 
carry Nazi soldiers across’ that 
country to Greece—transport which 
would carry more than 150,000 
men,

BRITISH CAPTURE 
STRATEGIC PORT 
IN SOMALILAND 


Chisimaio Taken After At- 
tack by Land, Sea and 
Air—Move to Seal Fas- 
cist Coastline. — 


CAIRO, Feb. 15 (AP).—The Brit- 
ish announced today that their 
South African fighters, aided by a 
British fleet and air. force, have 
captured the important’ Italian 
Somaliland port and military cen- 
ter of Chisimaio. 

Much equipment and many pris- 
oners were said to have been taken. 
but the chief gain was seizure of a 


strategic point for Britain’s appar- 
ent effort to seal the Somaliland 
coast, shutting the Fascists off from 
supplies and reinforcements, as was 
done in Libya. 

By capturing Chisimaio, on the 
Indian Ocean at the mouth of the 
Juba River, the South Africans 
had put behind them the most dif- 
ficult country, a desolate stretch 
of desert. Chisimaio is about 120 
miles up the coast from the Italian 
Somaliland-Kenya colony . border 
and ahead .lies a good 250-mile 
coastal road to Mogadiscio, cap- 
ital and principal port of Somali- 
land. 

Two North-South Roads. 


Chisimaio apparently is the foot 
of a gigantic ladder the British 
have begun to climb in Italian So 
maliland.

BRITISH RAID 
NAZI BASES 
IN FACE OF 
VIOLENT FIRE 


Germans Throw Up Bar- 
rages From Ships and 


plosions Rock Channel 
Area; Big Fires Set. 


British bombers pounded the Ger 
man-held Channel coast from 
Ostend to Boulogne throughout last 
night and into the early hours to- 
day in the longest and fiercest raid 
yet made on that stretch of enemy 
territory. 

A large formation of British 
fighters crossed back over the 
Channel from France just before 
dusk. The first waves of bombers 
went into action soon after, sug- 
gesting the possibility that unusual 
German activity had been observed. 
As the bembers switched from 
target to target, great clouds of 
smoke rolled over the Dover Strait, 
stabbed by. flashing bursts of 
bombs, the glare of great fires and 
flickering searchlights. 

The Nazi air force also acceler- 
ated the pace of its a » and 
raiders werd répo the 
channel to-.-Northern England and 
Scotland. Large numbers of planes 
were heard over East Anglia. 

A German bomber was reported 
brought down in the Newcastle 
area late last night. Gunfire on the 
northeast English coast suggested 
coastal artillery or naval guns were 
in action. 

The British bombed the German- 
held coastline hour upon hour. 

Gun Positions Attacked. 

It was a running series of attacks 
in great force extending from Bel- 
gium down along the narrowest 
stretches of the English Channel. 
Dunkerque, Gravelines, Calais and 
Boulogne were hard hit and the 
Nazi big gun batteries at Cap Gris 
Nez were violently pounded. 

The channel area was dotted with 
big fires and thunderous inter- 
mittent explosions suggested that 
ammunition and gasoline dumps 
had been hit. 

London was a target for counter- 
ing Nazi raids. Before midnight 
theré were two air raid alarms. 
During the first, bombs fell in one 
capital area, but the second alert

| A threat that the city’s three 
Federal food stamp stations would 
stop honoring the State Social Se- 
curity Commission’s food requisi- 
tions in return for the food stamps 
unless the commission paid its debt 
of $90,721 to the city by the end 
of the month was made yesterday 
by Deputy Comptroller Charles lx 
Cunningham. 
If carried out, the action would 
deprive St. Louisans on direct re- 
lief from buying the food stamps 
and, of course, prevent them from 
receiving the added free stamps. 
Cunningham made his threat in 
a letter to the Social Security Com- 
mission in which he pointed out 
that the city had expectéd to 
be paid promptly for the food 
requisitions, which the commission 
gives to persons on direct relief in 
lieu of cash. The commission has 
made only one payment of $12,- 
719 since the food stamp plan went 
into effect last December, he said, 
and the commission's debt has been 
paid by the city out of its revolv 
ing food stamp fund of $200,000. 
This has reduced the revolving 
fund to $109,279. Additional food 
requisitions issued this month by 
the Social Security Commission will 
reduce the fund to about $80,000, 
Cunningham says. At this rate, he 
added, the fund will soon be ex-

Britain’s first basic objection is 
that any imports allowed .to enter 
German-occupied countries through 
the blockade simply enable the Ger- 
mans to take equivalent amounts 
from those countries. Where equiv- 
alent amounts do not exist, these 
imports at least relieve the Ger- 
viding for those countries which 
they, the Germans, invaded, 


In this way, according. to the 
British, importation of any goods 
whatsoever into the occupied terri- 
tories-tends to defeat the blockade, 


effective instruments of economic 
warfare. 


The second argument is of almost 
equal importance. If American, 
neutral, or Allied ships which had 
been freed for the purpose were 
to carry foodstuffs to the occupied

Because He Cannot Make a Peace— 
Fuehrer’s Philosophy Flouts Every Prin- | 
ciple of Empire-Making: 


OW let us conclude this argu- 
ment: That Hitler has lost the 
war. Not that Germany has 
lost it; so far we cannot go. The 
greatest land Power on the Con- 
tinent of Europe, armed as no 
Power has ever been in history, 
contends with the world’s greatest 
sea Power for an outcome that is 
still questionable. 
But the cancer corroding Ger- 
many’s strategy is Hitlerism itself. 
It is being daily proved that Hit- 
lerism is not a philosophy with 
which a great empire can be 
founded. It flouts every principle 
of empire founding. Hitler cannot 
win the war because he cannot 
make a peace. He cannot make a 
peace because he cannot limit and 
define his aims. His original aims, 
the conquest of France as a prelude 
to the conquest of Russia, and the 
founding of a Reich from the Urals 
to the Channel went on the scrap 
heap with the Russian-German pact 
and the British resistance. 
For that program Hitler had a 
strategy. Make England an ally or 
keep her out of the war. Defeat 
France, and then rally a Nazified 
France against Bolshevism. , 
For that program Hitler had both 
a revolutionary strategy—the war 
against Communism—and a mili- 
tary strategy. 
For his present situation he has 
neither a military nor a revolution- 
ary strategy. He cannot stop now 
short of attempting to conquer the 
whole world. He cannot stop now 
at all. For he is forced to contest 
the world for the oceans as well as 
the land. 

* ¢« ® 
T is a principle of politics as old 
as history and recognized by 
every political philosopher from 
Machiavelli to Hitler himself that 
there are only*two ways to create 
and hold an empire: By force, or by 
mutual interest. An empire created 
purely by force, without any consid- 
eration for mutual interest, can 
only be held by force. 

Highly developed and civilized 
nations or states can only be held 
down by force, if their institutions 
are obliterated, their intelligentsia 
exterminated, their heavy industry 
taken over or demobilized and their 
societies turned into “backward 
peoples.” 

In order to hold Europe, for the 
long pull, Hitler must, do all of this. 
He must treat the whole of Europe 
as he has treated Poland. He must 
turn the whole of Europe into a 
colony, 

But if he turns the whole of 
Europe into a colony, he has in- 
herited the worst liability imagin- 
able. For it is useless as a colony. 
He will have made a war to create 
a desert. He will have created an 
empire of starvation at his very 
gates.

French swords, 
enlisted to aid the American revo- 
lution, because it was in the inter- 
est of France at that time to de- 
feat George III. France and Amer- 
ica had a common cause. The 
French harried and diverted Brit- 
ain through us. We welcomed the 
aid and, our revolution being suc- 
cessful, the French withdrew. 

Outside intervention will only be 
welcomed by a nation, in its own 
fight for freedom against another 
outside oppressor or, in case of 
civil strife within a nation, out- 
side intervention may be welcomed 
by one side or the other. 

But even in the latter case, the 
intervening nation must withdraw 
when the struggle is decided. In 
the last years, Italy intervened in 
Spain on the side of Franco, and 
has won his lasting gratitude. But 
Italy, having helped secure the vic- 
tory for Franco withdrew from 
Spain. Germany also intervened, 
but the whole support for Franco 
was a fake from the beginning. 
Hitler wanted bases in Spain; he 
wanted economic control in Spain. 
He got them, and he is now as much 
the enemy of Spain as he is of 
every other European country. And 
Franco knows it, if he knows any- 
thing at all. One can not possibly 
be grateful to an ally who remains 
as a master! 

Hitler tries to stir up civil strife 
inside nations for the purpose of 
intervening, and staying. The whole 
world has caught onto this by now.

S spring approaches with its 
Acrpertusities for Adolf Hitler to 

ttempt an invasion of Great 
Britain, the tri-partite partners are 
trying to stack their cards for that 
great effort, and repercussions are 
already being felt from the Iberian 
and Balkan peninsulas to the Far 
East. * 

Axis negotiations with France 
and Spain have been shrouded in 
the noisy secrecy of Fascist head- 
lines, with their inevitable innuendo 
of future surprises, and now the 
impending crises in the Balkans 
and the Far East clash for prin- 
cipal headlines in Italian news-

The British break with Rumania 
and the threat of withdrawal from 
Bulgaria have been followed by the 
summoning of the Yugoslav states- 
men to Berchtesgaden. Consequent- 
ly, Greece is surrounded with 
quasi-belligerent nations and with 
Turkey alone disposed to aid Ath- 
ens, the Axis is carefully avoid- 
ing any quarrel with Ankara as 
yet. : 

Finland’s Example. 

It will be remembered that the 
Germans several times negotiated 
for peace between Finland and 
Russia and finally brought a ces- 
sation of hostilities when Russian 
prestige ‘had been somewhat re- 
trieved by a military victory.

Informed quar- 
ters believe that a Mediterranean 
league, with freer exchange of raw 
materials like that .which exists 
among Italy, Spain and France, 
was the Axis approach in the re- 
cent meetings on the Italian-French 
Riviera. There are obvious advan- 
tages in this method of approach- 
ing Gen. Maxime Weygand's 
French colonial army and Admiral 
Jean Darlan’s navy and Marshal

“A Dangerous Bill.” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR editorial of Thursday, “A Dan- 
gerous Bill,” calling for rejection 
of the criminal syndicalism bill recently 
introduced in the State Legislature, de- 
serves the support of every Missouri 
citizen. 

From the earliest alien and sedition 
laws down through the criminal syndical- 
ism laws enacted during and after the 
first World War, such measures as the 
one now in the Missouri Legislature (pro- 
viding penalties for anyone advocating 
criminal syndicalism or sabotage), have 
been the legal excuse for an open reign of 
terror against the American people in 
general and the American labor move- 
ment in particular. 

‘ In our last presidential election, crim- 
final syndicalism laws were used in nu- 
merous states to drive minority political 
parties off the ballot, and thus to help 
destroy freedom of elections in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Today, in Missouri, as in states where 
such laws are already in operation, a 
criminal syndicalism measure will, I 
believe, be used to undermine the or- 
ganization of labor, the organization of 
peace groups and progressive organiza- 
tions in general. 

We must not make the mistake of ac- 
cepting this law with indifference or mild 
protest. On the contrary, we must drive 
it out of our legislative halls. 

If Missouri citizens have been aroused

Missouri’s fight against crime has been handi- 
capped for many years by the State’s antiquated crim- 
inal code. Under Missouri law, the criminal holds 
every advantage; prosecutors and courts are ham- 
pered on all sides by archaic, one-sided provisions. 

Battle after battle has been fought in the’ Legis: 
lature over reform of these ancient statutes, to little 
avail. Now the issue is joined again, with the draft- 
ing of eight major changes by Circuit Attorney 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr., who has gone to Jefferson 
City to enlist support of the 26 St. Louis legislators. 

It speaks well for Mr. Hennings’ conception of duty 
that, after barely six weeks in office, he goes vigor- 
ously to bat to carry out his campaign pledge on 
criminal code reform. His previous experience as As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney, his service on the survey 
commission of the Missouri Association for Criminal 
Justice and his other close ties with State problems 
have shown Mr. Hennings where the laws fall short. 

His eight proposals do not pretend to close all the 
loopholes, but they do attack some of the major prob- 
lems. Five of them are designed to eliminate the 
glaring advantage held by defendants over the State, 
and thus end the means of defeating justice now 
available to criminals and their wily lawyers. 

As the laws now stand, persons accused jointly of a 
felony get separate trials for the asking. In many 
instances, indictment on several charges means a 
separate trial on each charge. In choosing juries, the 
defense is now entitled to many more challenges 
than the State, often twice as many. The defend- 
ant may take depositions of witnesses in advance of 
trials: the State may not. Conspiracy to commit 
murder and other major crimes is merely a misde- 
meanor, punishable by no more severe penalties than 
conspiracy to burn tires on a vacant lot! 

Five of Mr. Hennings’ proposals would mean. finis 
for these flagrant items of favoritism for the crim- 
inal. Justice would be reinforced by giving courts 
discretion as to granting severance, since joint trials 
not only save time and expense, but make full admit- 
tance of evidence possible. 

The present statute on depositions has been ac- 
curately termed “a law that inspires murders,” as 
the community was shocked to learn in the killing 
of John C.° Johnson and the murderous attack on 
Lee Baker, key witnesses respectively in the Kelley 
kidnaping and Londe bombing cases. The death 
of a witness, as a result of natural causes or under- 
world vengeance, now often means collapse of the 
State's case, in the absence of a deposition. 

The bail racket has been a prolific source of scan- 
dal. The State has been unable in many cases to 
collect on bonds because of the Bbondsman’s insolv- 
ency, his misrepresentations or a piling up of judg- 
ments against him. Mr. Hennings’ proposal to cre- 
ate the office of Bail Conimissioner, for strict regu- 
lation of bonds, should solve a problem with which 
the courts have struggled vainly for years. 

A provision broadening the concealed weapons 
statute, to include exposed weapons in automobiles, 
and another for sentencing of convicted criminals 
by Judges instead of by juries, complete the list. 

Mr. Hennings knows the need for these reforms, 
and he knows also the fight anyone is up against 
who proposes them. For almost a generation, the 
lawyer bloc in the Legislature, including men who 
have a financial stake in a lax criminal code, has 
blocked every effort at reform. Bar groups and 
individuals have pressed for changes; Governors 
have urged them on the Legislature. Inevitably, the 
lawyer bloc has strangled these bills, regardless of 
how such an action helped the criminal and injured 
law-abiding members of society. 

Surely such a stinging rebuke to the Legislature 
as use of the initiative to achieve these reforms should 
not be necessary. Surely the legislators can see how 
criminals benefit by the inexcusable shortcomings of 
the present code and the urgent need for its revision. 

Mr. Hennings’ proposals have logic and justice 
on their side. If the legislators care nothing for logic 
and justice, it will be up to the people to act. 
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ON OLD LUCAS PLACE. 

The quaint yet still stately old Campbell house, at 
Fifteenth and Locust streets, with its curious fence;

Harry Bridges, the successful California labor or- 
ganizer, has been arrested again for prospective 
deportation to his native Australia. Attorney’ Gen- 
eral Jackson, who vigorously opposed the Allen bill 
for summary deportation of Bridges last year, now 
says that the FBI has furnished him with new evi- 
dence. Further, he proceeds under the Alien Regis- 
tration Act of 1940, which makes an alien subject 
to deportation, not alone if he is now an advocate of 
violent revolution against the Government, but also 
if ever in the past he was joined to a group with 
such a policy. ; 

What the G-men have found out about Bridges 


that is new is not stated, But it is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that the issue of whether Bridges 
should be deported because ef his political views 
was thoroughly aired in a lengthy hearing of scores 
of. witnesses, conducted for the Federal Government 
by Dean Landis of the Harvard Law School. It 
is known that Dean Landis found Bridges was not 
subject to deportation, and that after that finding, 
the demand for summary deportation, judicial find- 
ing or no, was pressed in Congress, | 

Be that as it may, reliance on the 1940 act for 
deportation of Bridges would seem to be of far less 
threat to him than to one of the most priceless of 
all our constitutional guaranties, namely: “No bill of 
attainder or ex post facto law shall be passed.” 

If Bridges was not subject to deportation in 1939, 
theh, under the plain language of the Constitution, 
how can he be made deportable now by a law that

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HITLER’S DIPLOMATIC VICTORIES. 

Hitler’s great ally, interior lines, adds incalculably 
to his power of mystification. It is impossible to 
tell whether he is preparing a serious thrust in the 
Balkans or is merely feinting from a modified Stan- 
ford T formation. Maj. George Fielding Eliot thinks 
he will not. make the “mistake” of sinking his ener- 
gies in a Balkan campaign when he should be hus- 
banding them for the assault on England, Maybe 
he will make the “mistake.” (We use the quotation 
marks advisedly, for Hitler’s “mistake” in Norway 
proved to be a brilliantly successful operation.) Temp- 
tation will be high in view of Italy’s sad position. 

But what Hitler does with his army in Southeast- 
ern Europe is less ominous than what he seems to 
have accomplished. with his vocal cords at Berchtes- 
gaden. There was talk about a four-Power Baikan 
alliance—Greece, Turkey, Bulgaria, Yugoslavia—to 
checkmate him. In the midst of the talk, the Yugo- 
slav Premier and Foreign Minister took the Schusch- 


der over the Obersalzberg, it is rumored, will next 
assault the ears of Bulgaria’s Boris. Or, in that 
quarter, are the pyrotechnics any longer needed? 

Meanwhile, there was talk of a defensive axis 
within an axis. a banding together of Italy and Spain 
and France, to give the Latin sisters some weight 
against the Teutonic big brother. Nothing in the dis- 
patches describing Gen. Franco’s recent social rounds 
indicates this was more than a wisp of wishful think- 
ing. And Russia, whom the United States is court- 
ing, now hints darkly of a deal with Nippon. 

The cold fact is that German diplomacy, for the 
moment, is in the ascendancy. Does this mean that 
Franco, Petain, Mussolini, Stalin, Konoye, Cvetkovic 
and Philoff are all convinced that Germany is bound 
to beat Britain? 

Perhaps so, but isn’t there a more obvious reason? 
France and Italy are in Hitler’s power. Spain, 
Russia, Yugoslavia and Bulgaria are readily accessi- 
ble to him. All know that he will punish them ter- 
ribly if they fail to “collaborate” with him. They 
know that the torture will be dreadful even if it is 
not permanent. But if they do “collaborate,” the 
Nazis, for a while anyway, will be easier on them. 
Then, if Britain wins, her resentment may be high, 
but her vengeance, speaking comparatively, will not 
be Carthagenian. : 

That's the explanation Americans will hope is 
behind the apparent success of Hitler’s new diplo- 
matic whirlwind.

The Mirror 
of

HE men and women who write the books 
T puviisned by the National Home Library 

Foundation, in Washington, have one 
great bond in common. They are all striving 
for a better world, and particularly for a bet- 
ter America. Moreover, they are all moved 
by a great faith—faith in the essential good- 
ness of the American people, a belief that 
Americans love their country and that they 
are interested in ideas for its betterment. 

I want to talk about two of these men 
today because their books have to do with 
my own business—social security. 

The first is David Cushman Coyle. Coyle 
has written many books on social problems, 
but none is more challenging than his dis- 
cussion of old-age pensions. He looks for- 
ward to the time when all men will approach 
“age without fear.” And this is the title he 
has given to the little National Home Li- 
brary book on the subject. 

“Age Without Fear” is to my mind one of 
the-most pungent and readable discussions 
of this problem that has yet been written. 
Indeed, it is more than an examination of 
the problem of old-age security. It is even 
more remarkable as a book on the basic 
principles of democracy. 

At a time when every headline reminds us 
that most of the world has been turned into 
a jungle, it is refreshing to read a book by 
@ man who has such profound and unswerv- 
ing faith in the processes of free govern- 
ment and the ability of the common man to 
build a sane and happy world. 

And this book is written for the common 
man to read and understand, Mr. Coyle is 
not trying to sell his literary wares to the 
critics and book reviewers. He is trying to 
sell a great idea to 130,000,000 Americans. 
The result is that he writes clearly, force- 
fully and without benefit of $5 words. Most 
important of all, he writes in the sincere be- 
lief—which I share with him—in the ideal 
of old-age security, that the people shall be 
made secure and the nation shall be given 
stability and strength. 

The other book I should like to mention

was written by a member of my own official 
family, James J. McEntee, director of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps. Whereas “Age 
Without Fear” deals with the problem of old 
age, “Now They Are Men” deals with that 
of youth. It tells the story of the CCC. 

It is one of the unhappy facts of history 
that it often requires a great catastrophe to 
call forth mankind’s greatest blessings. 
When illness and disease are epidemic, men 
exert heroic efforts to discOver cures. Fu- 
ture generations profit by the discoveries 
thus born of human suffering. 

And so it is with the diseases of society. 
It was not until the depression years of the 
early ‘30s that the nation gave serious 
thought to the plight of under-privileged 
young men. Nor, indeed, until these years 
did it think seriously about the prodigal 
waste of our natural resources—a waste 
which, if continued, would some day make 
America poor. 

In 1983, a wise and humanitarian Govern- 
ment devised the CCC as a means of meeting 
both problems—the erosion of soil and the 
erosion of young manhood. It put jobless 
young men to work to save the soil. In do- 
ing so, it saved the young men. 

In the past seven years, almost 3,000,000 
boys have been enrolled in the corps. Three 
million young women will get better hus- 
bands, and America has 3,000,000 better citi- 
zens, who, if need be, will be better soldiers 
to defend her. 

I can assure you that these boys of the 
CCC love their country, for they have al- 
ready helped to preserve and defend it. They 
have fought fire and flood and wind and 
drouth to save its trees, its hills and its 
fields. They are not likely to become paci- 
fists when the nation is threatened by sin- 
ister forces from without. They were good, 
sound American boys whom their country 


- helped when they needed it. Now they are

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Feb. 15 (AP). 
—Dr. Frank C. Jordan, 75 years 
old, nationally known astronomer 
and director of Allegheny Observa- 
tory at the University of Pitts- 
burgh, and his wife, Harriet, 72, 
lost their lives in a fire in their 
home tonight. 

Dr. Jordan was burned to death 
apparently when fighting flames 
that broke out from a gas furnace 
in the basement. Mrs. Jordan, who 
had been. confined to bed by illness, 
was suffecated in her bedroom on 
an upper floor. 

As smoke poured into the bed- 
room, Mrs, Jordan struggled weak- 
ly to a window, opened it and col- 
lapsed over the sill, A passerby 
called police and firemen. 

In 1905 he became a fellow at 
Yerkes Observatory, Williams Bay, 
Wis., a post he left three years 
later to come to Pittsburgh. Dr. 
Jordan specialized in photometry, 
determining and publishing the 
light curves of stars. Since 1914 he 
and his staff had made more than 
55,000 photographs of stars. From 
that store of data—regarded by 
astronomers as one of the world’s 
largest—the distances of more than 
14,000 stars from the earth have

Found Guilty 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15 (AP).— 
Hymie Caplin, 39, manager of five 
present and past world champion 
fighters, was convicted today in 
Kings County Court on two counts 


of grand larceny in connection with 
widespread card swindles. 
The stocky, dapper ring figure, 
who managed Lew Jenkins, present 
lightweight champion, was visibly 
shaken by the verdict, which car- 
ries a possible sentence of 10 to 20 
years in prison. 
His composure was not aided by 
Judge Peter J. Brancato’s refusal 
to allow him to remain at liberty 
under bail. Judge Brancato re- 
manded him to Raymond Street jail 
to await sentencing. 
Free during the trial in $25,000 
bail, Caplin had sought through 
counsel his continued liberty in 
$5000 bond. | 

The jury deliberated one hour 
and 42 minutes before returning its 
verdict on the specific charge that 
Caplin participated in the $9000 
fleecing of a Brooklyn business 
man in May, 1938. 

Assistant District Attorney John 
J. Rooney had said, however, that 
the fight manager was “one of 
three partners who were the head 
and brains” of a-ring which took 
millions from poker-playing busi- 
ness men in the past 10 years. 
Soon after the trial began, seven 
co-defendants pleaded guilty. 
Caplin was arrested Nov. 22, 
shortly before Jenkins’ successful 
defense of his title against Pete 
Lello.

Since the-open break on Jan,'1 
between the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers 
and the major broadcasting net- 
works represented bythe National 
Association of Broadcasters, songs 
have been pouring into ASCAP’s ri- 
val, BMI, at the rate of about 10, 
000 a week. Because ASCAP’s 
members include virtually every 
in the United 


States. the air ban has been recog- 
nized by countless thousands of 
aspiring song writers as opportu- 
nity’s knock, and to a man and 
woman they have rushed to open 
the door. To the great majority, 
the caller proves to be Disappoint- 
ment, the same bleak visitor who 
turned up in the mail last time. 

Song writing, like many other 
arts, usually follows the perspira- 
tion of experience rather than the 
inspiration of great but undirected 
talent. There are tales to the con- 
trary, of course, such as the fable 
of Irving Berlin, who to this day 
cannot read a note of music, al- 
though he has written more hits 
than any other composer, and the 
new one about Ruth Low, who in a 
moment of great grief composed 
her first spectacular song: “I'll 
Never Smile Again.” 

But the facts are smothered by 
the romantic appeal of these yarns. 
Berlin sang and performed from 
childhood in cafe, cabaret and on 
stage. He was 32 years old when 
he wrote his first hit, “Marie Fréin 
Sunny Italy.” Ruth Low, before 
she wrote hers, was employed at a 
Chicago music publishing house 
for nearly seven years. They, and 
others like them, learned to crawl 
before they tried to walk. You 
don’t suddenly dream up song hits 
while relaxing from a tough day 
on the tractor or at the kitchen 
stove, whatever the depth of your 
affections for your mother, lover, 
or Alabamy. Even: “Yes, We Have 
No Bananas” and “The Music Goes 
"Round and ‘Round” were com- 
posed by sy ee musicians.

UCIUS BEEBE, columnist 
L chronicler of New York’s Cafe 

Society, and modern Beau 
Brummel, has been described as 
“part fable, part tailor’s dummy, 
and part shrewd exhibitionist.” 
Whether this description is slight- 
ly catty in the masculine tradition 
or not, it is true that about one- 
third of Beebe’s success as a style 
and social arbiter ig due his tailor. 
Beebe himself, in his columns, 
which appear in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch, frequently gives fulsome 
praise to Tony Williams, Fifth ave- 
nue tailor, who makes everything 
from his gabardine weatherall to 
his mink-lined overcoat. When 
Williams was in town at the Mer- 
chants and Tailors convention this 
week, we tracked him down at the 
Jefferson Hotel, in the large dis- 
play room that looked like a clodk- 
and-suit-man’s dream, We wanted 
to learn the technique of tailoring 
for an avowed dandy. 

“Beebe was my first distinguished 
client,” said Williams, “and certdin- 
ly is the closest to a twentieth- 
century Beau Brummel that we 
have. I think the most descriptive 
thing ever said about him was in 
a magazine profile which referred 
to him as the ‘sandwich man for 
the upper classes.’ He’s been our 
customer since ’33, and in that time 
we've made about 150 suits for him. 
What we do is make suits until he 
fillg his closet; then he goes through 
them, wears them a few times and 
gives them away to a friend of his, 
who’s a hotel manager. He usyally 
keeps about 50 or 75 actual gar~- 
ments in his wardrobe. 

“I remember when Lucius came 
to us. It was at the time when 
white and pastel dinner jackets 
were first being worn,” said . Wil- 
liams in the reminiscent tones of 
one who remembers the years by 
the styles. “He’d been going to an 


old New York tailor but the tailor 
was.a little too conservative for 
him, I was wearing a pastel jacket 
at a cocktail party and Luaicius 
came over to me and said, ‘Could 
you make me a jacket like that? 
It’s just what I’ve been looking for, 
but my tailor doesn’t like them and 
won't make me one.’ We did and 
he was so delighted he stayed with 
us,

é6 E’S a wonderful customer. 
tH Like most men with good 
taste—and women, too— 
when he sees something he likes 
he orders it right away. One amaz- 
ing thing about him is that he 
doesn’t trade on his position; he 
always pays the full price—about 
$125 for a suit—and pays cash in 
advance. 

“In selecting a suit he looks at 
materials from across the room, 
the way you should. The man who 
makes a mess of himself is the one 
who takes a tiny specimen of ma- 
terial and looks at it under a mi- 
croscope and tries to decide if he 
wants a little fleck more of red. 
No one ever sees that small section 
so it doesn’t make any difference, 
“Besides having good taste, Beebe 


is an easy customer to fit. He 


realizes we do not try to fit 
clothes to the figure; we try to 
create an artificial figure. The 
figure we have created for Mr.

Preparing Mushrooms By George Rector Other Recipes 


HE other day when I was out 
T food shopping I saw miany bas- 

kets containing large white 
mushrooms, all uniform in size 
and not too expensive. The thought 
came to my mind of the differ- 
ent ways we used to prepare them 
in Rector’s. Mushrooms Sous 
Cloche (under glass bell) always 
made a hit. Of-course you must 
have the glass bell covers and small 
au gratin dishes to start with be- 
cause the mushrooms are cooked 
individually and served that way. 


When mushrooms.are fresh and 
white it is not necessary to peel 


‘Ithem. All you need do is to wipe 


them with a clean wet cloth and 
trim the stem so it is even with 
the bottom of the mushroom. Se- 
lect six or seven large mushrooms 
for each portion. Place a pat of 
butter in the center of the au 


pepper and pour four tablespoons 
of heavy cream around the toast. 
Cover each dish with the glass 
bell shape cover and place in mod- 
erate oven for one-half hour. Abouf 
half way through this cooking 
period pour a little cream into each 
dish by tilting covers slightly with- 
out too much loss of steam which 
you will see through the glass 
covers. 

Just before the dish is served we 
always added a tablespoon of sher- 
ry, although this idea is optional 
and should you not care for the 
wine flavor (although I doubt it) 
you may omit it, as the flavor of 
mushrooms and créam is quite de- 
licious. I know of no better meth- 
od of preparing mushrooms to 
bring out the real subtle flavor 
than this particular way.

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S cheerfully forgotten as the Punic wars, once a high school 
examination is past, are the various battles of Chicago which 
“were glorified on the screen a decade ago. The day of the mugg 
is done and gangsterism, except on an international scale, no longer 
seizes the headlines. 


Twelve years ago Friday there was a headline in the paper 
which read: “Seven Lined Up and Shot Dead by Rival Gunmen in 
Flareup of Bootlegging Feud in Chicago” and an account which be- 
gan: “Seven members of the North Side gang of George (Bugs) 
Moran were lined up against a wall and shot by members of another 
gang posing as police officers, that invaded Moran's North Side head- 
quarters.” 

That was the famous St. Valentine's day massacre but this St. Valen- 
tine’s day brought us an entirely different picture and a pretty neat 
job at that—“Tall, Dark and Handsome” at the Fox. In it, Cesar 
Romero is boss of the South Side mob and as for the mass murder 
of 1929, it is to laugh. 

“Tall, Dark and Handsome” is one of those hilarious lampoons 
ef gangsterism such as Damon Runyon used to dash off. This one, 
an original by Karl Tunberg and Darrell Ware, has every right to 
be placed alongside Runyon’s “Little Miss Marker” and “A Slight 
Case of Murder.” 

Too much plot should not be revealed but Romero handles his homi- 

 eide department with great originality and efficiency and at the close 
of the picture is able to start life anew with the precious Virginia 
Gilmore. No prison sentence, no Alcatraz, no death in the afternoon, 

In view of the many Hollywood taboos about letting a law- 
breaker go unpunished, the solution is the neatest trick of the cen- 
tury. It couldn’t happen, of course, in real life because it didn’t. 
But all the spectators will wish Romero or Shep Morrison, as he 
is called, the best of luck. 

In character, slick Cesar is the kind of polished mobster who has 
@ house in the height of decorator’s taste, dresses like a member of 
the 10 best and, as concerns the fair sex, can shop for filmy under- 
things and know what garment he’s buying. It is in a department 
store that he meets Miss Gilmore, ambitious to be a singer but 
temporarily in charge of the kiddies’ playroom. 


To win her favor and not arouse her suspicions, he engages her 
@s governess and then has to hunt up an alley rat to be his young 
son. The fun never slumps, right to the end of the picture, and 
Romero’s performance is such that I'll gladly forgive him a couple 
of Cisco Kids. 


Milton Berle, the vaudeville, radio and night club comic, has 
a pleasureful role as Romero’s right-hand man and maybe some of 
those gags are his own. Charlotte Greenwood fills in at a highly 
important position and as for Miss Gilmore, a star is born! 


This young actress, a veteran of three pictures, has come up so 
rapidly that her name was not even listed in the 1940-41 Motion 
Picture Almanac, published last summer. She was “Jennie” in that 
pleasant little domestic comedy which is still knocking around in 
the neighborhoods, the heart interest in “Western Union” and now, 
for the first time, dresses in the style of 1941 in “Tall, Dark and 
Handsome.” 


Since “Western Union” is playing at the Missouri Theater, on 
the program with “Mr. and Mrs. Smith,” it’s almost Old Gilmore 
Week on Grand boulevard. 


Off to the haunts of the gray ape, the leopard, the peacock and 
Dorothy Lamour go Fredric March and Betty Field, in “Victory,” sec- 
ond feature at the Fox. But. their island paradise is paradise but 
briefly since three villains, Sir Cedric Hardwicke, Jerome Cowan and 
Lionel Royce, come looking for loot. The title and some details of 
the story may be familiar to readers of Joseph Conrad, who re- 
member a study of misanthropic man named Hendrik Heyst, now 
played by March. 

But “Victory” is hardly the study of an embittered and distrust- 
ful soul. Rather it is a rather slow trip into the jungle and the 
climax, ho-hum, of a triple killing. 


Bad Ones of the Good Old Days 


IKE mob rule, plain old Living in Sin is at somewhat of a 

discount on the screen these days and “Back Street,” excellently 

presented at the Ambassador, and calling forth the sympathies 
that it did in 1932, doesn’t seem quite so important now as formerly. 

Fannie Hurst’s story of the Cincinnati beauty who wanted nothing 
but love, not even a good name, is acted out by Charles Boyer and 
Margaret Sullavan. Two of the screen’s best, in whatever eyewash 
they appear, Boyer and Miss Sullavan.make Walter Saxel and Ray 
Smith very much alive and very real. Each has learned the mastery 
of the unsaid things, how to make the glance speak, or the smile, 
and all that. “Back Street” would be worth watching if only for 
the lessons in acting. 

And both sufferers grow old most gracefully. Feminine fans 
who are very like to swoon, as Amy Lowell put it, over the handsome 
and romantic Boyer with dark hair should see him with gray locks. 
And ditto, the gentlemen for Miss Sullavan. 

The present Ray Smith gets relatively more out of the bargain 
than did her predecessor, when Irene Dunne played the role. Ward- 
robe and upkeep are of the best. One flash of those furs that Miss 
Sullavan wears in the final sequence and many a good girl will 
think that Ray’s life was not so hard. 

“Six Lessons From Madame La Zonga” is the Ambassador’s second 
feature, a last-minute recipe starring Lupe Velez and Leon Errol. It 
‘would be almost as entertaining if Lupe alone were in it, without any 
supporting cast or dialogue at all. Scenes where she: kicks herself, 
fights with the Cuban police or breaks into Spanish are the most gen- 


uinely entertaining.

Realizing that her mother will 
soon die and at the same time 
knowing that. she will soon be- 
come a mother herself, Claudia 
doesn’t become frantic or lose her 
_|reason. She turns to her husband 
for help and discovers that he and 
her mother had known of her 
mother’s crisis all the time and the 
two of them had been working to- 
gether to save her from as much 
anxiety as possible. So they are 
all comforted to know that birth 
and death are inevitabilities, and 
for such climaxes families are born 
and continue.

“La Mer” is Debussy’s most ex- 
tended orchestral work.

Election Feb, 24 on Adoption| 


of Commission Form of 
Government. 


A vigorous campaign is under 
way in Brentwood, preparatory to 
a special election Feb. 24 to de- 
termine whether that suburb should 
abandon its present form of gov- 
ernment and adopt the commission 
plan. 

At present, elective officers com- 
prise the Mayor, six Aldermen, the 
Chief of Police, Tax Collector and 
City Judge. Under the proposed 
system the only elective officers 
would be the Mayor and two Coun- 
cilmen. They would appoint other 
municipal officers. 

A petition for the election, filed 
recently with Mayor Jerome L. 
Howe, contained 1305 signatures, al- 
though only 428 were required. The 
largest vote ever cast in Brent- 
wood, a fourth-class city of 4341 
population, was about 1700. 

Opposing the commission plan, a 
Citizens’ Committee: has been 
formed. W. C. Streit, 8143 Man- 
chester road, chairman of the com- 
mittee, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er it was conducting a house-to- 
house campaign; had held one mass 
meeting, and had called another for 
next Thursday night at the Brent- 
wood High School auditorium. 

Streit asserted the commission 
form of government would “create 
the danger of a political machine” 
and enable commissioners to fix 
their own salaries after their elec- 
tion. He also complained of the 
power commissioners would have 
to appoint officers now elected by 
the people. 

He said the date of the election 
was fixed for two weeks after re- 
ceipt of the petition—the minimum 
time allowed by law, which permits 
an interval of up to 60 days. 

Proponents declared it was & 
modern, efficient form of govern- 
ment, used successfully by several 
other St. Louis County suburbs, 

The regular municipal election 
will be April 1. If the commission 
plan is adopted, a primary would 
be held March 18.

AY MOORE, adventure strip artist and amateur pilot, has no de- 
sire to emulate the flying adventures of his principal character, 
| Phantom,” who frequently takes to the air in his many con- 


flicts. with the forces of evil. 


The Phantom can pilot a Cub 
or a bomber with equal facility 
and, in Moore’s words, “he makes 
an airplane do things.” In his con- 
stant effort to defeat spies and 
international gangsters and to res- 
cue the heroine, “Diana,” from kid- 
napers, The Phantom “flies through 
the air with the greatest of ease” 
and sometimes takes to his para- 
chute to surprise his enemies. 

“That is all very well for The 
Phantom, but it won't do for 
‘Dinty’ Moore,” the artist re- 
tmnarked. “I stay within the Civil 
Aeronautics rules and the maneu- 


vers prescribed by my instructor, 


Spike’ Saladin.” 

Moore produces The Phantom 
strip in collaboration with Lee 
Falk, script writer, who also 
writes Mandrake the Magician, ap- 
pearing in the Post-Dispatch. 
Moore came up the hard way. As 
@ youngster he drove a truck and 
worked on a street paving gang to 
earn money for an education.
